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At last the roport of the Com- 
migsion appointed by the Secre- 

tary of State for the Colonies 
has been released for publica- 
tion. As an addition to our re- 
ference library, it is welcomed. 
As a practical contribution to 
the controversy on currency, its 
value may be questioned. We 
have: read so many. reports of 
Currency Commissions in Malaya 
and Hong Kong during the last 
thirty years as not to be very 
easily moved now -by anything 
that’ a Currency . Commission, 
local or otherwise, may have to 
say or recommend. Many of the 
threadbare arguments advanced 
in the Straits Settlements be- 
tween three and four decades ago 
re-appear in almost ‘the same 
form in the dollar's worth of 67 
pages comprising the Home ex- 
perts’ report on Hong Kong cur- 
rency. The only difference, of 
course, is this Colony’s Very close 
proximity to China; and this 
argument has been laboured over 
and over again to the point of 
absolute boredom. The fact that 
the Commission arrived in the 
Colony on April 1 supplies not ‘a 
bad commentary on its report as 
a whole! 

The Home Commission refers 
to the ‘report of the local Com- 
mittee. appointed in April.
